The future growth, industrial de- 


velopment and economic life 
of 


Hope, Texarkana, Prescott, Lewis- 
ville, Magnolia and other southwest 
Arkansas towns will depend to a 
great extent on a "wet" Millwood 
Dam, Judge James H. 
Pilkinton

"For nearly ten years now,

A ation has held back the industriali- 


zation and progress 
of southwest 


Arkansas by delaying the original- 
authorized Millwood Dam. 


"A decade is entirely too long to 


hold back progress. The 
original 


authorized dam would 
have im- 


pounded millions 
of gallons 
o£ 


water, that long could have been 
in use for the development of this 
area. 


"Congress first authorized Mill- 


liv wood in 1946, following the great 


floods of 1945 But dismaying delays 
followed. Years passed. And then 
came the three consecutive years 
of drouth with resultant hardships. 


"Water then became more and 


more important. Today it is 
our 


greatest natural resource. It's the 
key to industry, progress and pros 
perity. 


"Engineering experts say 
the 


quality of Little River water 
Js 


unsurpassed in 
the nation. It is 


s? what industry is searching for, but 


because of delays the Little River 
basin with its vast potentials for 
industrial 
development is 
the 


last 
major undeveloped basin in 


the nation. 


"Dallas and Fort Worth, looking 


to the future, have their eyes on 
some of the upstream dams from 
Millwood. They have 
hired engi- 


neers to study 
the feasibility 
of 


piping that water some 187 mil- 


jj|} es to their cities. 


"The latest survey of U. S. Army 


engineers recommends that Mill- 
wood have no permanent storage 
of water, but a capacity 
o£ some 


1,666,000 acre feet in time of flood 
only. This would make 
Millwood 


normally 
a dry darn, with 
no 


provision for municipal, industrial 
or agricultural water, 


"The engineers have gone fur- 


ther. They recommend six smaller 
i dams upstream, and in addition to 
*' their flood storage 
capacity, the 


six upstream dams would provide 
additional capacity for water sup- 
ply needs for municipalities and in- 
dustries. 


"We have 
no quarrel with up- 


stream interests, but we are defin- 
itely opposed to a dry

Makes Profit 
in Pine Trees 


Thirty-five years ago a 
certain 


4-acres of severely eroded 
cotton 


land on the B. J. Ellis farm was 
permitted to natural seed to pine 
trees. Twenty-four years later or 
in 1045 the first harvest consisting 
of 9,000 board feet of logs selling 
at $16.50 or a total of $148.50 
was 


made. In 1949 a 
second harvest 


was made amounting to 3,700 board 
feet selling at 
$30.00 per 
thou- 


sand or ¥111.00. In 1953 an income 
of $073.50 was received from the 
third harvest amounting to 15,000 
board feet 
selling at $42.50 and 


nine cords 
pulpwood 
bringing 


$36.00. This is $26.65 per year gross 
income from the four acres eroded 
sandy land permitted to 
natural 


seed to pine trees 35 years ago. 


The 4-acre now has an excellent 


stand of young pines plus sufficient 
seed trees that 
would give 
a 


harvest of 8,000 board feet or more 
of quality logs. 
The marketable 


trees arc being 
retained as in- 


surance against a fire that might 
burn through the young trees ren- 
dering the land unproductive. The 
seed trees would reseed the area in 
case of the fire emergency and at 
the- same time increase rapidly in 
timber value because of their 
ra- 


pid growth.

Rowland, convicted in 1947 of re- 
ceiving a bribe. 


Rowland was the only important 


defendant convicted in a "clean- 
up" of Hot Springs and Garland 
County instituted by former Gov. 
Sid McMath when the latter was 
prosecuting attorney of the dis- 
trict. 


Rowland was 
an associate 
of 


former Hot Springs Mayor Leo P, 
McLaughlin, whose political domi- 
nation of Garland County was end- 
ed by a veterans' faction headed 
by McMath, 
. The city attorney was fined $750 
and sentenced to a year in prison. 
A long legal battle in state 
and 


federal courts failed to 
get 
the 


sentence set aside. He was par- 
doned by Former House Speaker 
James R. Campbell of Hot Springs 
while the latter was acting gov- 
ernor in 1949. 


The Supreme 
Court 
disbarred 


him permanently as .an attorney 
in 1049 and in 1952 refused to re- 
instate him. 


Last November Rowland again
